Election Petition No, 2 of 1985. 

, JUDGMENT 

The petition has prayed for the grant of a declaration 
that the “respondent’s election” held on 24-12-1984 and 
declared on 28-12-1984 from the Lakshadweep Constituency, 
is void. Yet another prayer sought for reads :—“to declare 
that the petitioner has been elected from the said Lakshad¬ 
weep Constituency at the election dated 24-12-1984." 

2. The petition is based on numerous grounds which are 
set out in paragraphs V, 1 to 8 of the petition. Paragraph 
V, 1 to 3 and 5 deal with the corrupt practices within the 
meaning of Section 123(7) of Chapter I of part"? of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951, for short ‘The Act’ 
alleged to have been resorted to by the respondent in the 
election. Para V(4) covers the ground falling under Sec¬ 
tion 100OX d Xiv) of the Act whereas para V(8) deals with 
the corrupt practice falling under Section 123(3) of the Act. 

3. The grounds urged in paragraphs 5, 6 and 7 are not 
considered as the petitioner has given up the same. In the 
written statement the respondent has specifically denied the 
allegations, the petitioner has set out in support of the case 
for the grant of the declarations prayed for. 


4. As many as 14 issues have been settled. They are 

“1. Was there publication of pamphlets in Malaynlam 
and Mahal in violation of Section 127-A of the 
Representation of Peoples Act, 1954 7 Was the 
said publication at the instance or with the conni¬ 
vance of the respondent. Has the publication of 
Annexnres U and II-A prejudicially affected the 
prospect of the petitioner’s election ? 

2. Has the respondent obtained or procured assistance 

from persons In service of the Government as 
claimed in para V(l) of the Election Petition. Have 
persons ha service of the Government, the Adminis¬ 
trator Sri Omesh Saigal and the Information Offi¬ 
cer or any of them assisted in the publication re¬ 
garding distribntion of South Pandaram Lands in 
the official organ ‘Lakshadweep Times’ ? Was this 
done with the connivance or at the instance of the 
respondent 7 

3. Has the publication and the conduct of the respon¬ 

dent and his election campaigner influenced the 
voters 7 Was the said assistance in furtherance of 
the prospect of respondent’s election ? Has ths 
Administrator and the Plant Protection Officer or 
any of them visited the areas as stated in Annexure- 
6 Tour Programme 7 

4. Did Shri Alimanikfan, the Election Campaigner or 

the respondent, tour along with the Administrator, 
Plant Protection Officer and Film Division Officials 
in the Minicoy Island on 10 and 11 December, 
1984 7 

5. Did the officers mentioned in paragraph V (2) of the 

petition or any of them assist the respondent in 
his prospect of election by doing all or any of the 
acts mentioned in paragraph V(2) ? 

6. Was the meeting conducted by the Officials under 

the auspices of the Government on 25-11-1984 ? 
Has the respondent’s representative in the Stan¬ 
ding Committee called by the Chief Election officer 
addressed the said meeting ? Was Annexure 9 
pamphlet distributed in the said meeting ? 

7 . Has the publication and distribntion of Annexurc-9 

pamphlet violated Section 127 (A) of the Repre¬ 
sentation of Peoples Act, 1951? 

8. Did the action of the Administrator, Information 

Officer and other officials or any of them prejudicated 
affeef the prospect of petitioner’s election? Was 
there mass transfers of Government Employees 
and threatening with disciplinary action as shown 
in Annexures 13 to 13(d)? Were these done in 
furtherance of the prospect of respondent's election? 

9. Was the transfer of Sri. Ahkoya, Sub Treasury 

Officer, Agathi cancelled by the authorities at the 
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instance of respondent? Was there canvassing of 
vote by the relatives of the said officer for the re¬ 
spondent? 

10. Was there violation of Article 326 of the Constitution 

and Section 62(1) of the Representatior of People 
Act in allowing casual labourers of Sub-Contractors 
to be registered as voters in Lakshadweep Con¬ 
stituency and to be allowed to vote? 

11. Was the publication in Anncxure 18 referred to in 

paragraph V(7) done at the instance of the re¬ 
spondent o# with his consent? Has the publication 
done by officers in furtherance of the prospect of 
the respondent’s election? 

12. Was there campaiging by the respondent’s agents or 

other persons on behalf of the respondent palling, 
upon the electorate to refrain from voting on the 
ground that' the petitioner and [or his relatives be¬ 
long to Ahamadee Sect ? Has the propaganda pre¬ 
judicially affected the petitioners prospect of election? 

13. Is the election of the respondent ✓held on 24-12-&) 

to. be declared to be void for the reasons mentioned 
in the election petition? Is the petitioner entitled 
to be declared as elected? 

14. Costs.” 


single material facts leads to an incomplete cause 
of action and the statement of claim becomes bad. 
Third, the function of particulars is to present in 
full a picture of the cause of action to make the 
opposite party understand the case he will have to 
meet. Fourth, material facts and particulars are 
distinct matters. Material facts will mention state¬ 
ments of fact and particulars will set out the names 
of persons with the date, time and place. Fifth, 
material facts will show the ground of corrupt 
practice and the complete cause of action and the 
particulars will give the necessary information to 
present a full picture of the cause of action. S^sth 
in stating the material facts it will not do merely to 
quote the words of the section because then the 
efficacy of the material facts Will be lost. The facts 
which constitute & corrupt practice must be stated 
and . the facts must be correlated to one of the heads 
Of corrupt practice. Seventh, an election petition 
without the material facts relating to a corrupt 
practice is no election petiFon at all. A petition 
which merely cites the sections cannot be said to 
disclose a cause of action where the allegation is 
th*-, obtaining' or procuring of assistance unless the 
exact type and form of assistance and the person 
from whom it is sought and the manner in which 
the assistance is to' further the prospects of the 
election are alleged as statements of facts." 


5. Before I deal with the issues. I shall state the law, well 
settled by judicial pronouncements, annbcable to the case. 
The sections of-the Act which are relevant in the context, 
are : Sections 40,83, Section 100(1 )(b) and (D)(iv) and 
Section 123(3) and (7) of the Act. 

6 . Section 40 pertains to the appointment of an election 

agent. Section 83(1) (a) says that an election petition shall 
contain a concise statement of the material facts on which 
the petitioner .relies. Section 83(l)(b) provides that the ele¬ 
ction petition *shall set forth full particulars of any. corrupt 
practice that the petitioner alleges, including as full a state¬ 
ment as possible of the names of the parties alleged to have 
committed such corrupt practice and the date and place of 
the commission of each such corrupt practice. Section 
83(1) (c) pertains to the verification of the pleadings and the 
proviso thereto insists upon the filing of an affidavit in the 
prescribed from in support of the allegation of the corrupt 
practices and the particulars thereof. Sub-section 2 of Section 
83 provides that any schedule or annexure to the petition shall 
also be signed by the petitioner and verified in the same man¬ 
ner as the petition. • ■: ' 

7. Construing Section 83 and 123(7), the Supreme Court 
has held that _a petitioner should specifically plead in the 
election petition, the assistance, the type of assistance, the 
manner of assistance, the time of assistance, the person 
from whom assistance is sought by the elected candidate, in 
order to prove the corrupt practices falling under sec. 123(7). 
In short it is essential and mandatory for the election peti¬ 
tioner to set out with precision, the type of assistance as also 
the manner In which assistance w*s obtained or procured 
from the persons mentioned hr Clauses ‘a’ to ‘g’ of Section 
123(7) to prove the corrupt practices. Similarly the time, 
the date and the place of the ass'stance etc. are also re- 
cuired to be set out in detail. As observed/by the Supreme 
Court in Hardwari Lai v. Kanwal Singh (A. I, R. 1972 
S.C. 515) : 

“Thus it had to be alleged as the material facts as to 
what assistance the appellant obtained or procured 
or abetted or attempted to obtain or procure from 
which person and how the assistance furthered the 
prosnects of the appellant’s election. If all the four 
variants and ingredients were t.o be changed against 
the appellant these had to be set out as statements 
of material .facts in relation to each person,” 

The Supreme Court in the said decision hasheldthusi:- 

.HidayathyRah, C. J. speaking for the Court 

laid down these propositions. First, Section, 83 of 
the Act is mandatory and requires first a concise 
statement of material facts and then requires the 
fullest possible particulars. Second, omission of a 
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(See also the decisions in A.I.R. 1969 S.C. 583, A.T.R. 1969 
. S. C. 1201, A I. R. 1957 S. C. 444, A. I. R. 1984 S C 621 
and A. I. R. 1976 S. C. 1599). 


8 . In a case where the election petitioner has been suc¬ 
cessful in establishing corrupt practices, the election of the 
returned candidate will be declared vqid. But that may not 
be the case where the result of the election is challenged on 
the ground falling under Section 100(1 )(d)(iv). In such 
cases it is not enough if the election petitioner estanlisMS 
that there was non-compliance with the provisions, of the 
Constitution dr of the Act or of any of the Rules or Orders 
made under the Act, he should also establish that the result 
of the election, in so far as') concerns pe returned candidate, 
has been materially affected by the non-compliance with the 
provisions -of the Constitution, or the Act as the case may 
be, in order to have a declaration that the election of the 
returned candidate is void. In short it should be ^ established 
that but for this non-compliance with the provisions of the 
Act or the Constitution, as the case may be, the returned 
candidate would not have been declared elected. I am forti¬ 
fied in this view by a decision of the Supreme Court in 
Mahadeo v. Udai Partap (A I. R. 1966 S.^ C. 824). The 
Supreme Court has held thus in the said decision 


‘(16) Therefore, we are left with only one irregularity, 
and that has been introduced by the misprinting of 
the name of respondent No. I on the ballot papers ;. 
and th ! s irregularity can legitimately be treated as 
falling under S; 100(l)(d)(iv) of the Act. Misprint¬ 
ing of the name of respondent No. 1 on.the ballot 
papers amounts to non-comrl : ance with R. 22 of the 
Rules; but the proof of such non-compliance does 
not necessarily or automatically render the ejecFon 
of the aureUant void. To make the said flection void, 
respondent No. 1 has to prove the-non-conmFance m 
question and its material effect, on the election. Th'S 
Miter fact be has fa ; l»d to prove and so, his chal¬ 
lenge to the validity of the appellant's election c n- 
not be sus'ained ” -’ 

9 The learned caunsel for the petitioner however, sub¬ 
mitted that when once the parties to an election petition 
let in evidence to substantiate their respective cases revealed 
by their respective pleadings, the pleadings thereafter are not 
very significant for the determination of. the dispute although 
there is a line of decisions apparently insisting that an election 
petition shall contain a concise or precise statement of the 
material facts on which the petitioner relies. So is the case 
with the requirement regarding the full particulars of any 
corrupt practice including as full a statement as possible ot 
the names of parties alleged to have committed such corrupt 
practice and the date and place of the commission of the 
said corrupt practice, the learned counsel submits. In support 
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of the above contention the petitioner relied on the following 
decisions of the Supreme Court. 

(i) Rahim Khan v, Khurshicl Ahmed (A.I.R. 197J S. C. 
290), 

(ii) V. Nagaraj v. R. Davanand Sagn r (A.T.R, 1975 
S. C. 349). 

(iii) Prabhu Narayan v. A, K, Srivastava (A.I.R, 1975 
S. C. 968 ). 

(iv) Jagit Singh v. Kartar Singh (A.I.R. 1966 S, C. 

773). 

(v) Virendra Singh v. Vimal Kumar (A.I.R. 1976 S. C. 
2H9). 

(vi) Balwan vSingh v. Prakash Chand and another 
(A.I.R. 1976 S.C. 1187)., and 

(vii) S. M. Banerji v. Srikrishna (A.I.R. 1960 S. C. 

368). 

10. At this stage it is necessary to highlight certain pecu¬ 
liar aspects of the election jurisprudence in a democratic set 
up. Then only one will be able to appreciate the peed 
for the provisions contained in Section 83 of the Act. It 
sltould be remembered that the petition seeking interference 
with the results of an election virtually is one against the 
valuable verdict of the people at the polls which in'a demo¬ 
cratic set up, should be given due respect and under no 
circumstances shall be disregarded on vague, puerile or fan¬ 
ciful allegations (which are not concise or precise) or an 
evidence which is highly interested and of a shaky and 
equivocating character. It should also be remembered that 
It is a well settled principle that the onus Is vory heavy 
On the election petitioner to make out a strong case if he 
wan’s the court to interfere with the election results. The 
fact that the excheq^r has to spend heavily on elections 
and that ’the Act’ hf» made effective provisions (o make 
the elections free and fair, are aspec's which deter the 
courts from Interfering with the election results on flimsy 
grounds. Nonethloss, it i s the duty of the court to protect 
the purity and sanctity of the elections by assuring that 
the contestants in the election will not be permitted to 
resort to undue, influence, fraud!', communal propogancla, 
bribery o r other corrupt practices mentioned in the Act to 
get the valuable votes of the people. It has been so held by the 
Supreme Court in D. Venkata Reddy v. R. Sultnn and 
others (A.I.R. 1976 S. C. 1599), It is keeping the abovo 
principle [n view the Supremo Court in the same decision 
has herd thus 

“Another principle that is equally well settled is that 
the election petitioner in order to succeed must 
plead oil material particular and prove them by 
clear and cogent evidence. The allegations of 
corrupt practices being in the nature of a quasi cri¬ 
minal charge the same must he proved beyond nny 
shadow of doubt. Where the election petitioner 
seeks to prove charge by purely partisan evidence 
consisting of his workers, agents, supporters and 
friends, the Court would' have to approach the 
evidence with great care and caution, scru'iny and 
circumspection, and would, aj a matter of prudence 
though npt ns a rule of law. require corroboration 
of such evidence from independent quarters, unless 
the Court Is fully satisfied that the evidence is so 
credit-worthy and true, spotless and blemish less, 
sogent and consistent, that no corroboration to lend 
further assurance is necessary'’. 

(emphasis supplied) (Headno'e) 

11, The election petition* where corrupt practices are 
alleged, have been regarded by judicial pronouncements as 
proceedings of a quasi criminal nature and hence the charges 
must be proved beyond any shadow of dcrubt, by cogent 
and Independent evidence. Tbe burden is therefore very 
heavy on the person who challenges the election results, 
(vide A.I.R. 1975 S. C, 290). 


12, The petitioner therefore chould establish beyond doubt 
that the respondent has obtained or procured or abetted 
or attempted to obtain or procure the assistance of the 
officers made mention of in the petition for lh e furtherance 
of the prospects of his election, 

13. The decisions relied on by the petitioner to show 
that preciso or concise pleadings and furnishing of particulars 
of ihc corrupt practices to sustain an Election Petition, shall 
not he insisted upon in cases where the parties have let In 
evidcnco, according to me, have not taken any deviation 
from the authorities insisting upon pretiso pleadings. On 
going through the said authorities it can be seen that the 
conclusions arrived at are based on the peculiar facts of 
those cases. For instance in Prabhu Narayan’,s case, the 
appellant, the election petitioner there inter alia had con¬ 
tended that the election was liable to bo set aside on'the 
ground that the elec’cd candidate had published certain 
pamphlets containing certain statements which were false 
and hence corrupt practice Tailing under Section 123(4) 
of the Act. The election commission held that the said 
allegation was liable to be rejected becntise the law did 
not Insist upon the furnishing of the particulars about the 
printing. The Supreme Court after considering the cate 
of the petitioner in that case has held as follows :— 

"On behalf of the appellant it was made clear that tire 
only charge mado in the petition was the charge 
of publication of the pamphlets and not their print¬ 
ing and evidence regarding the printing was relied 
upon only to corroborate the- evidence regarding 
distribu'ion of the pamphlets. It Is c-bvious that 
when Section 123(4) speaks of publication it mean* 
distribution. Mere printing of the pamphlets would 
not fall under Section 123(4). Therefore the failure 
to give particulars of the printing cannot lead to 
the dismissal of the petition. Nor could evidence 
regarding it be shut out. V’. 

The other decisions also, as already stated, do not deviate 
from the authorities insisting upon precise pleading^ in re¬ 
gard to the,particulars of the corrupt practxes etc. although 
in some of* those decisions it has been held that the elec¬ 
tion petitioner can get the pleadings amended with the per¬ 
mission of the Court. In fact these decisions also insist upon 
precise pleadings; or else there was no need for the courts to 
observe that in appropriate cases the petitioner can seek 
amendment of the pleadings. 

14. Therefore I am of the view that the learned counsel 
for the petitioner is not Correct when he makes the subml- 
sion that when once the issues are struck and evidence Is 
let in, in proof of the case, the parties have set out, no 
petition can be thrown out on the ground of want of precise 
or concise pleadings and fullest possible particulars necessary 
to present in full a picture of the cause of action enabling 
the opposite party to understand the case, he will have, to 
meet. 

15. the law explaining the burden of proof will be dealt 
with separately and at appropriate stage*. 

16. It is in this backdrop the issues in the case require 
to be considered. 

17. The issues settled fall into four groups. 

(0 Tire ftrat group consists of Issues 2, 3, 4 to 6 and 8 
and 9. They pertain to the corrupt practice falling 
under Section 123(7) of the Act And therefore these 
issues in fact, constitute a single Issue and it is this:—, 
Has the respondent obtained or procured or abetted 
or attempted to obtain or procure any ass'stance for 
the furtherance of the prospects of his election from 
any of the Government officers mentioned in the 
election petition? 

(ii) The second group consists of Issues 1 and 7. They 
relate to the ground falling under Sec. 100 (lYd) (iv) 
of the Act. These two issues therefore can be con¬ 
sidered as forming one single Issue, namely,—-Hr.s 
the result of the election in so far as It concerns 
the respondent, been materially affected by the non- 
compliance with the provisions of section 127(A) 
of the Act. —■ 
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(iff) Issue No. 12 belong a to the third group. This issue 
covers the corrupt practice falling Sec, 123(3) 

of the Act. 

Issues 10 and 11 do not arise for consideration because the 
petitioner does not press the same. 

(iv) Issues 13and 14 will be considered at the appropriate 
stage. 

ISSUE 2 and 3 : 

18. It is submitted that paragiaph V (1) of the election 
petition contains the material faeis constituting the corrupt 
piuei.-e or oLiuunmg or procuring or abetting or attempting 
to obtain or procure by the respondent the assistance, lor the 
runnei'uneo or the prospects ot his election, or the Govern¬ 
ment officials. Sum and substance of the case discern ble from 
this paragraph is that the respondent made an announce nient 
on 26-11-15-184 at kavarathj that Exls.P2 and P2(a) will be 
published in the official publication of Lakshadweep Times, 
on the 11th and 14lh November, 1984 respectively. It has 
further been stated that “the publications on 11-12-1984 and 
14-12-1984 could not be achieved except under the specific 
direction of the Administrator and ihe Information Officer, 
both gazetted officers”. The phrase ‘could not bo achieved’ 
in tire above passage suggests that the petitioner was not 
Cerium whither the publication was effected by the Adminis¬ 
trator and tile Information Officer with the consent of the 
respondent. The statements in this paragraph do not precisely 
say that the above publication was effected for the furtherance 
of the prospect of the respondent’s election. Here it is 
relevant >0 note that on 18-11-1934 none of the officers, leave 
alone Administrator and the Information officer, went to 
filimcoy Island. It can thus be seen that except to state 
v; gulcy and broadly that Ihe respondent could influence the 
Administrator and the Information Officer to publish Exts. 
E2 ar.d P2(a) in Ihe Lakshadweep Times, there is no coincise 
statement of material facts and the fullest possible particulars 
presenting in full, a picture of the cause of action enabling 
the respondent to understand the case, he may have to meet. 
No doubt it has been stated in tile petition that ‘‘the respon¬ 
dent, his agents and supporters assured them (perhaps 
vote's) that the official announcement will be published in 
Lakshadweep Timcsjn^iting applications for confirment of 
«ccu"ancy rights on the 12lh day of December." However, par- 
ticul-rs like the names of the agents and the supporters who 
made the above announcement, the date, time and Ihe place 
where they made such announcements, have not been given 
in the petition. For that matter, there is nothing in the plead¬ 
ings to show the time at which the respondent made these 
Statements. True, it is stated that one Sri Alimanik Fan, alleged 
to be the chief worker of the respondent, had made the an¬ 
nouncement frotn Minicoy Island on 9th and 10th day of 
December, 1984, Tt is not however, stated in the petition as 
to the date, the time and the place from where the adminis- 
trnlnr gave the order to information officer to publish Ext. P2 
and P2fa). To probabilise the suggestion in the petition that 
the Administrator has been helping the respondent in his elec¬ 
tion eamoaign the petitioner has stated that the Adminis'rator 
rescheduled the voyage of the ship in such a way that the 
vessel M. V. Amitylivi changed its course and touclvd And- , 
roth to take Ihe respondent who was scheduled to reach Minl- 
co' r the *18th Docember, 1984. The statement in this regard 
reads 

“This was specifically done for the purpose of enabling 
the icspondent who was at Androth on 17-12-1984 
to proceed to Minicoy Island from Androth so as 
to reach Minicoy Island on the 18th. This revision 
of schedule was also done by the authorities mot 
orG to euabts the respondent to saiti-.i Minicoy 
from Androth but also to convince the electorate 
that the respondent was more influential with the 
Administratiq* and that the matter of confirment 
of occupancy rights or- any matter he can com¬ 
mand anything from the Administration and f row 
the Administrator.” 

No particulars like the time, the date and piece where the 
Adnvrdstra'or Nmed ttv- idera changing the vn/ags of th* 

ship have been given although it is proved that the voyage 
of the ship has been altered. At this stage it is relevant to 
make • note of the facti which stood established. As per 


the revised programme of M. V. Amindivi (Ext. PI3) the 
ship was scheduled to leave Androth at 12 hours and reach 
Kavarathi at 17 hours and was scheduled to leave havarathi 
at 20 hours arriving at Minicoy at 6 houis. The respondent 
admittedly has participated in the Ext. PI meeting at 2.30 
p.m. (14-30 hours) on 17-12-1984. The meeting as per Ext. 
rl. lasted till 4.30 p.m. 6.30 hours). This fact cannot be 
disputed. The respondent therefore was not at Androth on 
that day. that is on 17-12-1984. Ihe allegation in the peti¬ 
tion that to enable the respondent sail from Androth to 
Minicoy, the Administrator re-scheduled the voyage of Amin¬ 
divi (Ext. P13) is therefore baseless. The Petitioner has fur¬ 
ther stated that his chief worker Mr. K. Dominic Fan 
“D. C. C. Congress Vicc-Pcsidenf' havng come to know 
about the above actvities of the Administatur, had sent a 
telegram, Ext. P16, to the Chief Election Commissioner com- 
’pta,riing this as an “Open and naked interference” in the elec¬ 
tion in favour of the respondent. Curiously enough this com¬ 
plaint to the Chief Election Commissioner is silent about the 
particulars like the names q, the officers, the date, time and 
place where the officers issued the alleged orders for the 
publication of Exls. P2 and P2(a) in the official paper. For 
that matter there is nothing in the pleading to show that it 
was done with Consent of the respondent. Here. it is 
profitable to take of the observation of the Supreme Court in 
Fernandez’s case that ‘‘omission of a single material fact 
leads to an incomplete cause of action and the statement of 
‘ claim bcWmes bad”. 


19. For the reasons slated above, am of the view that 
the requirements of Section 83 namely that “the election 
petition must contain a coincide statement of material facts 
on which the petitioner relies and further that he must also 
set to; ill the full particulars of any corrupt practice, that he 
alleges, including as full a statement as possible, of the names 
of the parties alleged to have committed such corrupt practice 
and the date and place of the commission of euch such cor- 
»ipt practice’' are not there in the petition. For want of such 
material facts which are required to formulate a complete 
cause of action, I hold that there is no properly constituted 
eiect.on petition. 


20. Assuming that there is a properly consliluteJ election 
petition, could it be said that the petiioncr has succeeded in 
esinulisiting the corrupt practice pleaded in para V(I) of the 
petition ? As already noted the.allegation that the voyage of 
the ship was altered, as is seen fopi Ext. P13, enabling the 
respondent to reach Minicoy from Androth, is baseless. Lite 
said statement in the light of the evidence available on record 
is liable to be eschewed whHe considering the case of the 
petitioner that the respondent obtained or procured the as¬ 
sistance of Government Officials for the furtherance Of the 
prospects of his election. 


21. The petitioner has reiied on Exts. PL P2, P2(a), P12, 
P13, P15, P16 and_P17 and the depositions of P.Ws. 3, 13, 
14, 15, 16, 17 and 19 in proof of the allegation that 
Administrator issued directions to the Information Officer to 
publish Exts, 2 nnlfpKa) on the 11th and 14th of December, 
1984, with a view to further the prospects of the respondent's 
election. Strangely enough none of these documents furnishes 
the names of the parties (except the names of the Adminis¬ 
trator and the Information Officer) who are alleged to have 
committed the corrput practice; nor do thev disclose the 
time, the date and the place of the commission of such 
practice. Ext. P16 deserves special mention in tlm connection. 
This is the earliest document This emanated from the side 
of the petitioner at a time when the minds of the persons 
involved in the election were not tarnished by petty prejudices. 
Strangely enough none of the materials including the parti¬ 
culars like the names of the persons( except the name of the 
Administrator) alleged to have committed the corrupt pra¬ 
ctices and the date and place of the commission of such pra¬ 
ctices is given in that complaint. That was the proper time 
when the corrupt practices now alleged in the election peti¬ 
tion, ought to have been categorically described and brought 
to the notice of the election commissioner, This circumstance 
alone is sufficient to hold that the statement contained in 
paragraph V(l) of the election petition that the off!cert 
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mentioned therein and the respondent committed cor. upt pra¬ 
ctices wuhin the meaning of section 123(7) of the A.t, are 
witnont any basis, ft is true that in Ext. rl5, issued by the 
Aum.ms.mor to me Deputy Collector, Minicoy (PW 13) 
there is the statement that “now you may issue occupancy 
right straightaway.’’ P.W. 13 says in his rc-exammatiou that 
“without the order of the Administrator I would not have 
puonsned tne noilce pertaining to settlement of occupancy 
rights”. He has added that “Message is the older”. What is 
stated in Ext. i-lb is “mease get mu aided rorm prepared and 
siarr lssLnng occupancy r>gnt uigentiy and intimate. Ero_„ 
the evidence it can be ruler.ed that ivd-t. tz and rz t.a) were 
u.mnsi.ca vvi.ii a view 10 woo me vo.eis in ivuincoY island 
trotn the petitioner and to .make them rally rou..d tile rcs- 
ponuent, the lcarped counsel for me petitioner suonuts. ft 
i'llu,I uu . tii.OiimCiCO Liiol ill.. oOUin Puiluuia lands in iviimcoy 
were supposed to be assigned by PW 13 to the o.cupants 
arier the ieceipt of Ext, hid on ^-12-1984. However nuitner 
on or after 1U-I2-I984 nor on 1^2-1984 ihe date on whicu 
u.e icsp-nuciu is seen tu nave gone to Mmi-Ov io have ti.c 
assignments eftccKid nor near aouuc or before lue election 
the lands were assigned. This is a fact, known to the islanders 
in uiuiicoy. me ciecdon was nomied to take place on 
24-12-1984. The voters by that time might certainly have 
understood that the contents of Ihe publications, namely E..ts. 
P2 and P2 (h; were only a camouflage, not intended to be 
acitd li, on and tiicietoie tne mgumeiu of die peunrfher that 
these publications resulted in his supporters rallying round the 
respondent, is baseless, the learned Counsel for' the respondent 
submits. I see force in this submission. Whatever that be, 
me said circumstance does not establish that the respondent 
procured or obtained the assistance of the Government 
Officials including the Administrator and the Information 
Officer for the furtherance of the prospects of h : s election. At 
in s siage i is lelevtni to consider what exactly is ihe ca-.cof 
the respondent. According to the respondent, the Admin s- 
trator did not take appropriate steps on the basis of Ext. R 6 
judgement, to assign the occupancy right to the holdcis of ih 
; or a P-ui mam j_tutd in Minicoy Island. Being 'a public man’ 
the learned counsel for the respondent submits that the 
respondent thought that it was his duty to bring ihe existence 
ot . v. R 6 judgment lo the notice of the Administration and 
remind them of their duty to act con istent with the directions 
con ained in the mid judgment. He admits In his evidence 
that he did represent the matter to the adminisl’at'on. The 
learned counsel for the respondent further submitted that at 
the time when the respondent made the said representation 
he was a member of Parkatnenf and therefore he was duty 
bound to make such representations if he really believed In 
the welfare of the people, whom he reprerents. It is rot as if 
'here i* rra sohstan t in t L e above ruhnrssion. Tn a democratic 
set up it really is the duty of members of Parliament to attend 
to the welfare of the people whom they represent. Considered 
in ’’re baht of Ext. R 6 indement. th- above conduct of (he 
respondent cannot be said to constitute co rupt practice 
wi'bin ihe meaning of f^cdon 12317) of (he Act Tberlead- 
ings in regard to the allegation* of the corrupt practices, as 
alre-dv . notc-t are vagno and not concise. The plea¬ 
dings at best help one to infer that the 

steps taken by the Officers to publish Exts. P2 ard F2(a) in 
the Lakshadweep Times syncroniced with the election. No h- 
ittg more. Even that, according to me. is no f possible to be 
infer•«.! fc rerenus' more than rrre. The very fact 
that none of the officers went to Mbdcov island either af’er 
the publication of Exts. P2 and P2fa) or on th- IRtg for 
*' " u-V'r'hiPion of the nattas 10 ihe nccuoah’s of the South 
Pandaram Lands, proves to the Ivlt that f’re cot“Upt uravtirea 
alleged In the petition are nothine but a fiement of imagina¬ 
tion. The various proceedings and orders of the Govcrnmert 
officers, narrated' in the petition lo show that the said officers 
rendered assistance to the respondent to get more votes in 
the election, are so interlaced and intertwined as to say that 
the non-existence of any one of them would make the others 
meaninnles 5 , Under Sec. $3 it is mandatory that n concise 
statement of material facts and the fullest particulars present¬ 
ing a picture of the cause of act ; on, are rcqni ed to be given 
ip the pefilion. As laid down bv the Supreno Court in Fer¬ 
nandez. "omi'smn of a single material fact lends to aTT In¬ 
complete cause of action ar.d tiro statement of claim bwomes 
bad”. Similarly without a concise statement of material facts 
showing the ground of corrupt practices, the petitioner can¬ 
not present a full picture of the cause of action. The onu# 


is on tfje peliti^jpr to co-ieiate the facts which constitutes 
the corrupt practice to one of the heads of corrupt practices. 

22. The above position notwithstanding the learned counsel 
for tne petitioner submits that tue petitioner is giv.ng up all 
allegations m parage up n vt. 1 ) except me loiluwing portion 
tliereirom:— 

“ins respondent, the Administrator and the Information 
Officer knew that me publication during uio peiiod 
of intensive election campaign ou 11th and l-uh will 
give a eiHuiin auiuULugc lo are iLn.pouawaL in me 
pi aspect or me lLSpunacitL s erection mu me um- 
ceo, n.u this at Lite nuiauec and vvitn tne ctms-nt ui 
Uie respondent, ana u was umie oy me Uumoriues 
as uiIcclcu oy tne lespoirttent uud Wnit ihe eOuSent 
Qi tne iLsponuein. inc respuiident s deeiaiauon liiaf 
ho Has goi sued mnaeute wim me /tOmuiiStrunon 
mat no eotua au.iug . 11 c c-c-timi pc.ioa liscir see 
turn Collin menL or occupamy ngm is iimicmmeu in 
tne oiucial organ in jLai'.smicivcep assisted oy the 
guzeLLcu oincuiS as aioresatu nad me oesneu eiiect 
of wooing away voters in tvtimeoy fsiauti Juom me 
petitioner and to make them rally ruund jcspor.dent. 
On lU-12-1984, and on ll-iZ-ivffi* ul tne nistaueo 
or and won tne euiis-ni ot me. lespoudent, iho Ad* 
minisitaior visaed JYimicoy Island with bn V. M. 
Shamsuddin, Plant Protection officer. Head ot the 
Agricultural Department m tho Lakshadweep Ad¬ 
ministration to give an air of authenticity to the 
propaganda by the respondent that he is able to 
inuueiice die Administiaiion to see that iile South 
Puuuarain lanes aie tedled. The unprecedented an¬ 
nouncement (tud the activities of the Administrator 
and the officials influenced the iandlc s inhabitants 
(voters) of the Minicoy Island, one of the most 
backward and ilieterate areas, to stand behind tho 
respondent in the election. It is submitted that the 
publication of this official announcement in tho offi¬ 
cial oigan regarding cunfirtnent of occupancy right 
has no precedent in Lakshadweep”, 

One of the crucial statements that been given up by 
the petitioner reads as follows :— 

"At the instance of the respondent tho Administrator 
published t"e same [Exts. P2 and P2(u)j and caused 
its publication. It was also mentioned by the res¬ 
pondent that he is visiting Minicoy Island on the 
occasion of distributing title deeds on 18-12-1984. 
This announcement was made during the period 
when canvassing in the election by both candidates 
has teen vigorous. The pubL'ca’lon on 11-12-1984 
and 14-12-81 could not be achieved except under 
the specif!-’ directions of the Admin i rator and Ihe 
Information Officer, both gazetted officers.” 

(Emphasis supplied) 

23. It can be seen from the above cxcecpts that the definite 
case of the petitioner is that the Administrator with the 
current and under the influence of the respondent got Exts. 
P2 and P2(a) published in Ihe official publication. The plead¬ 
ing in this regard reads:—“It was also mentioned by the res¬ 
pondent that he is visiting Minicoy Island on the occasion of 
distributing title deeds on 18-12-1984". This allegation has 
not been pioved. There is nothing on record to show that the 
voters of Minicoy had been given to understand that the 
lands will be distributed on 18-12-1984. It is with a view to 
establish th e above allegation the petitioner made the follow¬ 
ing statements in this paragraph : 

“In order to give this an official Colour and to convlnco 
the electorate of the positive role of the respondent 
the respondent was allowed to sail to Minicoy Island 
on 18th. The voyage schedule of “M, V, Amindivi" 
which was not scheduled to touch Androth accord ng 
to the original schedule was revised for this purpose. 
This was specifically done for the purpose of enabling 
the respondent who wns at Androth on 17th to pro¬ 
ceed to Minicoy Islands from Androth, so as to riach 
Miniooy Island on 18th. This revision of schedule waa 
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alio dono by the authorities not only to enable the 
respondent to sail to Minicoy from Androth but also 
to convince the electorate that the respondent \va« 
very influential with the Administration and in the 
matter of condiment of occupancy rights or on any 
matter he could command anything from the Adminis¬ 
tration and from the Administrator..'....i. 

.Except through voyage in the ship 

M, V. Amindivj there is no other legal method of 
reaching-Minicoy Island from Androth on 18th. 1 ' 

That the respondent had participated in Ext. PI meeting on the 
17th at Kavarathi, is beyond dispute. The evidence let in by 
the petitioner is more than enough to hold that the above 
allegations are not only baseless but false. The petitioner 
therefore should necessarily give up the said allegations against 
the officers to make it appear that these allegations have 
nothing to do with the statement in the petition to the effect 
that two respondent procured the assistance of Government 
officers for the furtherance of his election prospects. To say 
the least the truncated pleadings do nbt moke out any cause 
of action. 

24. For the reason* stated above Issues 2 and 3 are 
answered against the petitioner. 

ISSUE 4, 5 and 6. 

25. Th e Statements pertaining to these issues are dealt with 
in pamgraphs V(2X3) and (5). These pleadings are again 
geared to the conupt practice® within the meaning of Sec¬ 
tion 123(7). The statements in these paragraphs again do not 
disclose the materials on which the petitioner rely, to es- 
tabLsli the corrupt piaciice; for that matter they also do not 
set forth the full particulars of any corrupt practice like the 
names of the parties who committed such corrupt p.uctice 
and the date and placo of commission of each of such corrupt 
practice. The materials furnished do not make out a cause of 
action. For want of particulars presenting a full picture of the 
cause of actgu, It will be difficult for the respondent to meet 
the case of the petitioner. No doubt the petitioner has gven 
the names of the Administrator and the Plant Protection 
Officer elscwheio in the petition. However the names of the 
Other Government officials who accompanied the team de¬ 
puted by the _ Ormation Ministry, Government of India to 
shoot tht documentary film on Lakshadweep, are not stated 
anywhere in the petition. The allegations arc more or less 
the following :— 

Under the guise of film shooting, the Adminis¬ 
trator, the Plant Protect'on Officer and o'her officers visited 
all the islands including Minicoy and in all the 
islands, t'e Administrator made short speeches re¬ 
questing the people who had gathered there to witness the 
mm snooting, io vote tOr respondent. The Administrator re¬ 
quested them to support the candidature of the respondent. 
It is further stated that the Administrator by himself has no 
powers of film shooting. But he availed of the opportunity 
to prevail upon the voters who, but for, this interference, 
would not have exercised their franchise in favour-of the 
respondent. It is also stated that the workers of the respondent 
particularly one Alimanik Fan, were very freely allowed to 
mingle with the members of the film shooting team. The Admi¬ 
nistrator and the there officers allowed these to be done with a 
view to further the election prospects of the respondent. The 
answer of^thc respondent is that the film shooting was a 
project sponsored by Central Ministry of Information and 
Biondeaxiing to prepare a documentary on the life and living 
conditions of the people of Lakshadweep. To accomplish this, 
the Films Division deputed a team including the Administra¬ 
tor who was appointed at the Director of the film. In that 
capacity alone the Administrator visited the Islands. Those 
visits have nothing to do with the election. Though it has 
been alleged that the Administrator made short speeches to 
the gathering at the location shooting strangely enough the 
time, the date or the place where such speeches were made, 
are not pleaded in the petition. The pleadings the.' efore are not 
precise, Thov are vogue. They are not capable of constituting a 
cause of action. They are mete allegations. Whatever that bo 
the said allegations stand refuted. About the speech made by 
Alimanlkfan under the auspicious of th; Administrator, that 
also hm bes» denied. The place where the said Cbeftya Keys 


made the speech, the time when he made the speech, are 
also not stated in the petition. 

26. It has been stated in the petition that immediately 
after the speeches a film showing the funeral of the late 
Prime Minister Smt, Indira Gandhi was shown to the gather¬ 
ing. The place where and the time at which the films were 
shown, have not been stated in the petition. The name of 
the person who showed the film also is not given. For wa.it 
of such particulars, it should be held that the pleading® in 
tin's regard in the petition are vague and not precise. They 
are therefore liable to be eschewed. 

27. Now we have to see whether..the petitioner has success¬ 
fully discharged his burden of proving the allegations'-in thfc 
pctilion though not precise or concise. P,W. 10 is a wi'ness 
examined in this connection. His evidence is not acceptable, 
the reason being that he was not summoned, as is seen from 
Uie summon^ to speak about the film show, He was pro¬ 
duced only to speak about T>r prove the disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings said to have been initiated against the officers mentioned 
in paragraph V(J) of the petdi(«i. He has however, been made 
to speak about the film shows. .Why did he not say as to 
where the film was exhibited, which officer showed it. the 
time when it was showed etc ? He is an interested witness, 
cannot be disputed. In fact he admits that. Yet another wit¬ 
ness examined 1 in this connection is P.W. 15. He is a stranger 
to the island. He says that there wefe very many respectable 
persons among the audience. But why the petitioner did not 
summon any such person to speak about these incidents, is 
a conduct inexplicable. P.W. 4 is another witness examined 
by the petitioner. He has deposed that due to the assasination 
of Smt. Indira Gandhi on the 31st October 1984 the film 
making can be had Only in November-Decetnber 1984. He 
Is the Chairman of the Sahitya Academy. Curiously enough 
no question has been put to P.W. 16, the Administrator in 
this regard. No complaint like this finds a place in 
Ext. I* 16 petition to the Chief Election Commissioner. As 
already staled Ext. P16 is the earliest document emenated 
from the side of the petitioner and therefore one would 
exj cct the petilioncr to have exhaustively narrated .all the 
Incidents that are now incorporated in the election petition, 
in the said complaint. The incidents narrated in the election 
petition in the circumstances should be held to bo the result 
of an afterthought. It therefore follows that the allegation 
in the petition that the Government Officials chalked out 
the programme to make the film during the election time. 
In order to fecilitate the election prospect® of the respon¬ 
dent, to say the least i® mythical. 

28. The mere fact that the Administrator and the other 
Government officials and the films division team deputed by 
the Central Government to shoot the film and some of the 
workers of the respondent were present at the location shoot¬ 
ings and also (he fact that the film shooting incidentally 
took place during Novcmber-December 1984 (the reason as 
to how the film shooting could take place only during Nov- 
ember-Dcccmber 1984 has already been explained by the 
witnesses) do not lead to tire inference that the respondent 
procured the assistance of Government Officials for ihe fur¬ 
therance of his election prospects. In faet the evidence that 
Is let in is highly interested. No independent witness has 
been examined although even on the showing of the peti¬ 
tioner hfutrelT there were respectable persons in the gather¬ 
ing wherever location shootings had taken place. The peti¬ 
tioner forgets the fact that he, in order to succeed, must 
nlead all material facts and prove them by clear and cogent 
evidence. The allegations of corrupt practices being In the 
nature of a quasi-criminal charge, the same must be prov¬ 
ed beyond any shadow of doubt. It is by now Well establish¬ 
ed as is seen from tfjg Judicial pronouncements mentioned 
elsewhere In the Judgement, that where the electfon petitioner 
seek® the establish the charge pf corrnpt practices by the 
evidence of pardsan witnesses fiko his workers, agents and 
eiinpdrters and friends, the court would have to ,wcss the 
value of Ihe su'd evidence with "great care and caution, 
scrutiny and Circumspection”. SnCh evidence though not as a 
rule of law. a» a matter of prudence require corroboration 
from Indenendent onarters. The evidence of the Administra¬ 
tor, examined as P.W.J6, cuts at the werv root of the case 
of the petitioner bosod bn Section 123(7). The evidence 

afforded by other / wffoeWW ctmftrt b* accepted beetiuw fhe 
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are all highly interested in the petitioner. In this connection 
it is relevant to note the evidence given by P.W.4 He has 
deposed thus :— 

"I put it to you that in the capacity of the Plant Pro¬ 
tection Officer you necessarily have had contact 
with the agricultural labourers. I deny the sugges¬ 
tion. I have not seen Alimanikfan mentioned above 
talking to the persons who'had gathered there. I 
put it to you that the Administrator and Mr. Ali- 
mnnikfan spoke one or two sentences to the per¬ 
sons gathered at the time of the shooting of the 
him. I deny the suggestion. I have not seen it.” 

P.W.4f it must be remembered was examined to establish 
the role the Government officials piayod in the election. 

29. The oral evidence tendered by the witnesses 
examined by tile petitioner to provo the alleged speeches 
made by Alimanikfan in the pfesence of P.W.16, is also 
liable to be rejected. Alimanikfan admittedly is not the 
election ngont of the rcspoWent. If that be so it fnust be 
proved that he spoke to the. gatherings at the location shoot¬ 
ings (there is no evidence tb show tire-place, the time and 
the date on. which he made such speeches) at the instance 
and consent of the respondent. The speech was supposed to 
have been made at the National integration Committee meet¬ 
ing. Ext, P9, the paper cutting, is ptodliced in proof of this 
allegation. It contains the speeches made by the officials as 
also the' non-officials. However there is nothing to support 
the above allegations. It is true that P.W.ll who proved 
Ext, P9 says that there were many mare matters. t u e speakers 
touched upon in the meeting but not seen published in the 
paper. The evidence of P.W.ll requires to bo considered 
with caution and clreumspcclion because he admi'tcr.ly is 
the chlff spokesman of the petitioner. He therefore is a 
highly in’ercited witness. His evidence is not corroborated 
by independent evidence. Yet mother document relied on 
in this connection is Ext. P10. This is a leaftlet issued by 
N.S.U.(I) President and not.by the respondent. Neither the 
author of Ext. P1Q nor the printer has been examined. Ext. 
P10 in the absence of the evidence of the person who is 
responsible fot the publication of the same is worthless. It 
is all the more so because such leaflets can be prin'od by 
any person attributing the authorship to anyone whom he 
liken. The very fact that the petitioner dkl not tumracm the 
supposed author of Ext, P10 to prove the contents thereof, 
is more than sufficient to hold that the petitioner liinre'f 
doubts the veracity of the S1a'err*!nts in the said document. 
The evidence of the witness P.W.ll that about 3000 cories of 
Ext, P10 were distributed in the meeting, is therefore licNc 
to be rejected. In this connection it is relevant to note that 
the resnondent has emnhaticnllv refuted his connection with 
the distribution of the leaflet. There is nothing in the nlead- 
ings to show, a? to who distributed copies of Ext', P10 and 
the time when it was distributed etc. The evidence in this 
regard also is therefore liable to be rejected. 

30, In the light of what is ’stated above, I have no hesi¬ 
tation to hold that the petitioner lias not been successful in 
establishing the corrupt practices alleged in paragrnpna V 
(2), (3) and (5) of the petition. The issues are therefore 
answered against the petitioner. 

ISSUE. NOS. 8 and 9 

31. The pleadings pertaining to these issues are contained 
in para V(5) of the election petition, lhe sum and'sub¬ 
stance of lhe pleadings in this regard is that the Admini¬ 
strator with a view to scare awav the voters who are rela¬ 
ted to Government Officers, from tint fold of the petitioner, 
has been indiscriminately transferring the said officers. These 
officers were also threatened with disciplinary action. Such 
actions were initialed at (ho ’/stance of the respondent. The 
notices to the officers threatening with disciplinary actions 
etc. wet a issued by the Administrator with a view to assist 
respondent In bis election, tbe petitioner submits. It Is fur¬ 
ther alleged that contrary to the directions of the election 
commission, various transfers were effected to scare the dis¬ 
tant relatives of the Government Officers who worked for 

Jjbe petitioner. The pteadtngs conclude fjra\ :— 


"bn tw Alikoya, the Sub-Treasury Officer. Agatlii was 
transferred. He moved the Hon ole High Court 
for obtaining a stay. Though there was no stay 
order, the pansier was cancelled and he was again 
retained in the said place itself on an understand¬ 
ing that his relatives canvas for the respondent. 
Tnese actions were done on the directions of the 
respondent and with the consent of tho respondent 
ana the relatives ol this officer* began vigoious 
campaign for tile respondent”. 

Sri Alikoya mentioned above was examined as P.W, 18. 
ilnt no was no, asked any question in regard to the above 
allegations. i'.V. 18 has proved Exl. P1B. Ext. P18. dated 
ii-l-i-ieO. a document came into being tdier the election was 
over, cannot be relied upon by the petitioner to establish his 
case. P.YVl. 7 has proved Ext. P7. Ext. P7 is a notice, con¬ 
taining certain chaiges levelled against P.W. 7. in his evt- 
uciice he stai.es that no action was taken either on Ext. P7 
Op on the subsequent notice containing some ttdJiiicnal 
charges. He was asked whether he wasjtware of any notice 
similar to Ext, i J / hading been served on other Government 
servants. In answer he says that he cannot exactly say ‘‘as 
to hc.v many Government sei vault were served w.tli such 
notices.” No other evidence in proof of lhe pleadings in 
para V 1 .5) or the petition has been let in "by the petitioner, 
in short the petitioner has not established any of the alle¬ 
gations conmiatd in the said pleadings. There is nothing 
to show that the Government Officers were transferred at the 
in^ance or the respondent. There is nothing to snow that 
the relation! of the said Government Officers have changed 
their allegiance and cast their vole in favour of the respon¬ 
dent. In the se circumstances I have no hesitation to hold 
that the petitioner has miserably failed to establish the case 
put forward in paragraph V(5) of the Election Petition, The 
issues accordingly are answered against the petitioner. 

ISSUE NOS. 1 and 7 

32. Pleadings in regard to these issues are contained in 
para VC4) of tho petition. The allegation in short is that 
Exts. FlO, Pll and PI 1 fa) without the printentfc name were 
distributed by the supporters of the respondent. The allega¬ 
tion is that (ho said notices were caused to be printed by the 
respondent or they were printed as per thq instruction or 
direction issued by the respondent. These —s election pam¬ 
phlets. The respondent is the publisher. 1_i name is seen 

on the face of the pamphlet. The printing of a pamphlet or 
a postci without the name of the publisher and the printer 
on its face is tin offence falling under Section 127(A) of the 
Act, This in turn can be said to be a non-compliance with 
the provisions of the Act and therefore the same constitutes 
a ground falling under Section 100(1) (d) (iv) of tbe Act 
to declare the election void. The Section :—* 

“Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2) if the High 
Court is of opinion that (he result of the election, 
in so far as it concerns the returned candidate, has 
been materially affected, by any non-complinnee 
with the provisions of the Constitution, or of this 
Act or of any Rules or Orders made under this 
Act”, 

It is in this background the allegations in the petition, re¬ 
quire to be considered. The respondent has examined R.W. 
2, lhe manager of Amar Kerala Press to show that Exts, Pll 
and PI 1(a) were printed in Amar Kerala Press. It is clear 
from the evidence of R.W. 2 that Exts, Pll and^Mlfal were 
printed in Amar Kerala Press and it was due to an Inadver¬ 
tent omission, the name of the printer was not printed on 
t'-ese notices. This evidence corroborates tbe evidence given 
by R,W. 1. the resnondent, namely, that he eot the notices 
rrin'cd in Amar Kerala Press. His name has been printed 
in the notice and there is no dispute about it. As soon as 
he noriced the above defect in tbe printing, the respondent 
directed his workers to fiton distribution op conies of Fxts. 
•Pll and PI 1(a) timer" the elcctontfc. The respondent bIbo 
took tm the responsibility of pettine lhe narnnhlet printed. 
From this evidence it is clear that neither the resnondent nor 
the printer has Intentionally got Fxts. Pll and Pll (a) print¬ 
ed without the printer’s name. Nevertheless it can be primed 
that bv the non-compliance with tbe provisions contained in 
See. 127(A) of tbe Act, the rWttlt of the election, In so ftr 
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»s it concerns the respondent has been materially affected. 
The question therefore arises whether the petitioner has been 
successful in establishing that the results of tbo election in 
so far as it concerns the respondent has been materially affe¬ 
cted. The petitioner should specifically plead that the non- 
compliance” with the provisions of Sec. 127(A) lias irsulled 
in the respondent getting more votes than he would have got, 
had such notices not been published. In short the petitioner 
should establish by cogent and positive evidence that but for 
the publication of Exts, Pll and PI 1 (a) the respondent 
would not have got elected. The language of Section 100 
(T)(d)tiv) is very clear that the non-compliance with the 
provisions of the Act, the Constitution or any rules or orders 
made under the Act is not fatal, in that the election will not 
be declared void automatically, unless it is further proved 
that the result of the election has been materially affocted 
by the non-compliance of the provisions aforesaid. I am well 
fortified in this view bv the decisions of the Supreme Court 
in A.I.R. 1954 S.C, 5lJ and A.I.R. 1966 S.C. 824. 

33. That there is non-compliance with the provisions of 
Section 127(A) in regard to the publication of Exts. Pll and 
PI 1(a) is boyond doubt. But is that sufficient to set aside 
the result of the election ? The answer is an emphatic one 
in view of the fact that the petitioner has not been successful 
In establishing that the election or in so far as it concerns 
the respondent has been materially affected by the non-com¬ 
pliance with the provisions of the Act. As already stated 
there is not even a whisper in the pleadings [para V(4) of 
the potitionl that the result of the election in so far as it 
concerns the report, has been materially affected duo to (he 
non-compliance with the provisions of Section 127(A). The 
pleadings in the said paragraph nr© geared to the role played 
by (he Onre'ted Officers in charge of (ho administrator lo V 
the-e notices minted In the Government Press Kavnrathi and 
Mtnicoy, The trend of the pleadings would indicate that if 
the printer’s name had been printed in Exts. Pll and Pll (a), 
the-e could rot have been any obiecllon at all in distributing 
the same among the electorate. There is no comnlaint dis¬ 
cernible either^rom the pleadings or from the evidence that 
Pxts. Pll nngPrll(a) contain anv personal attack anainst 
the petitioner. Even at the Exts. PI U.T. level meeting, no 
complaint other than the one aforesaid namely that Fxls. PI I 
and Pi 1(a) hRd been printed without the name of the printer 
and publisher, had been 'made by the petitioner. Stmnrcly 
enough the netiticner b«s not examined any witness to show 
that Fx(s, Pll and Pll(a) documents made f h* electorate 
believe that the uPitjoner Is not a true Muslim although there 
is a strUernent in Exts. Pll and Pllfal that the electorate 
shall not b- misled by non-believers. 

34. From the discussion above it is clonr that there 
are no pleadings on the crucial aspect of the case namelv 
that the non-comnllance with the provisions of Section 127 
fA) has materially affected the result of ths,election. The 
Issue therefore is answered against the petitioner. 


ISSUE NO. 12. 

35. The plradlngs in this regard arc seen in para V(8) of 
the petition. It is dhcemible from the pleadings that’ one 
Janab M, K. Syed Muhommcd Musaliar of Kalpcni, nn active 
supporter of the respondent delivered a speech at Kalpenl on 
13-12-1984 that the petitioner’s cousin is an Ahamadee and 
that the petitioner is also an Ahamadee and therefore tho c e 
who vote for an Ahamadee, will be rendered an object of 
divine displeasure and therefore they will bo ostracised by 
the community. He also had composed a song denieffng the 
petitioner as an apostate from Islam and the song was tape- 
recorded in cassette* bv the respondent and his workers and 
this cassettes were played to the electorate at severe! places. 
This was done with a view to persuade the pious and fllffe- 
ratc Muslims from casting their votes in favour of the peti¬ 
tioner. Tiffs was prejudicially affected the prospect of the 
petitioner’s election. This allegation would Indicate that this 
is a corjnpt nmetidp coming under Section 123(3) of theAot. 
Sub-section (3) of Section 123.pnv;fdes that the appeal by a 
candidate or his agent or by anv other person with the con¬ 
sent of a candidate or his election agent to vote or refrain 
from voting for . any person on the ground of his 


religion race, cast, community or language or the use 
of, appeal to religious symbols or the use of, or 
to appeal to, national symbols, such as the national flag or 
the national anthem, for the furtherance of the prospect^ of 
the e!ect ; on of that candidate or for prejudicially affecting 
the election of any candidate, is a corrupt practice. Has the 
petitioner proved that the speeches made by Janab M. K. 
Syed Muhammed Koya Musaliar, were made at the instance 
or with the consent of the respondent ? Strangely enough 
there is no mention in the pleadings that the respondent par¬ 
ticipated in such meetings, where the aforesaid Musaliar snokc 
that the petilibner's cousin was an Ahamadee. Similaily there 
is nothing to show that the respondent’s workers tape re¬ 
corded the song composed by Musaliar and displayed it any¬ 
where else. There is no mention anywhere in the pleadings 
that the Musaliar mede the speochcs and composed the song 
with the content of the respondent. For that matter there 
is nothing in the pleadings to show that the workers of the 
respondent did it with tfco consent - of the respondent. The 
only witness examined to prove this is P.W. 9. He is an 
Ahamadee. In his evidence he has state,) that the petitioner 
belongs to the Sunny Sect though bis brother is nn Ahamadee. 
In cross-examination he has stated that ho "wished that rhe 
petitioner won the election”. The petitioner is from Kal- 
reni. Tn Kalpcni the petitioner is a well-known figure and 
those who know him also knew that he belonged to the Sun- 
< ny Sect. He had attended the meeting convened by the sup¬ 
porters of the respondent and at one such meeting the respon¬ 
dent. ip. C. K. Thangal, and P. Pookoya also spoke. One 
C. G. Syed presided over the meeting, though he did not 
make a speech. He is an ordinary person. He is alive and 
so is the ca-e with those who listened to the speeches at such 
meetings. In the gathering the followers of both sides were 
. present. The witness says : “for instance, I in support of 
the petitioner”. He has fuXfier deposed that "I have not 
told t h c petitioner about these speeches of MusaliSr. T have 
not told him about this heforq the election. I have told him 
after the election, V^hen I told him about this he told me 
he al-eadv knows aboilt it and that he has heard the songs 
.” This oviaence of P.W. 9 without being corro¬ 
borated by independent evidence, cannot be accepted for the 
simple reason that on bis own showing he 1» a highly interest¬ 
ed witness. Whatever that be there is nothing on record to 
show that the above allegations that the Musaliar mentioned 
above and respondent made certain speeches describing the 
petitioner as an Ahamadee. has resulted in his losing the sup¬ 
port of the Voters. It should be remembered (bat ti e para¬ 
mount purnore of R. 123(3) Is to r.revent religious influence 
from entering the ctcclornl field and If lhat be so, the peti¬ 
tioner has not been successful in establishing the oms. To 
say the least, the petitioner has not been successful In estn- 
bli-hipg nnv of th e allegations. The issue therefore is ans¬ 
wered against the petitioner.. 


ISSUES 10 and 11 

The petitioner submits fha! he is not pressing these issues. 
ISSUE No. 13 

In view of my findings on the other Issues, this issue is 
answered ngafnst the petitioner, The petition accordingly is 
liab’e to be dismissed. 

ISSUE NO. 14 

The petition accordingly is dismissed with costs which is 
fixed at Rs. 20OD, 

The Registrar shall immediately Intimate the substance of 
this decision to the Election Commission and the Speaker of 
the Lofc S.nbbn an,t -hall thereafter pend as urgently as ooref- 
ble an ru'hontjcaied cony of this lodgment to the Flection 
Commission, as required under Section 103 of the Re-rcren- 
tafion of thc People Act, 1951.
